Tho speech of Mayor McCartliy at tlio
T. p, a. rooins on Thursday nlght has
fartlicr wldened the breach between tlie
ejcocutlvo head of tlie city goverrimont
and cortain membera of tlie Councll
whlch began ln tho Kinanco Cbirimltteo
recently. and which was extended by
tho Mayor's speech at the Mcclianles'
Instltuto. ,-itirl the eonstructlons or mls-
conalrilctlbns placed upon lt hy some
nf hls hearera, The reply of Mr. Pol¬
lard nt th.- Council mootlng Thursday
nlght to Captaln McCarthy's financial
argumonts was hut nn oxprosslon of
thnt growing feellng of resentment
on hls luirt nf statements hy the
Mayor. Whether Mr. Pollard's attltude
.wns ln any way aggravated hy the
occurrences in the Finance Commit¬
teo reccntly, in whleh tho Mayor, Audl-
»or und Troasuror weru present, ls not
pballively known.
The coinhlnatlon of the Marshall nnd

Jefferson Ward dclogatlons in tho
Councll mootlng: Is gonernlly attrl-
buted tn a feollng on the part of
menibors thut thi? Mayor wus hostile
to ilini section, an lnipresslon whleh
is wholly erroneous; according to tho
Mayor. Thero ls nn other known
prctext, unloss some of them npposed
speclflc Itcms In tho hudcet. and oppo-
pitlon devoloped to only two. and
chlefly to lho fipproprintion for the
Blues' armory., Tlie failure of tho
budgot to provldo for any cxtraordi-
riary oxpendltures for the East End
p.u-ilally accounts fnr the combine,
but a refcrtmeo mndo by the Mayor
tn the westward growth of citlos. nnd
bls oxpresslon of a deslre to soo Monu¬
ment Avenue r-xtended to the Rose-
neath Road, pavod nnd gtitterotl nnd
bandsom.-ly lmproved, unuuestlohably
brotiscd tlie East End members.

BALTIMORE, MD., March 1..lt was

lc-arnod hero to-day that on last Satur¬
day there was held In New Tork a meet¬
ing of tho Trunk Llnes' Assoclatlon, as
a rosult of which many contracts usually
made April Lst will be held up pendlng
a proposed rearrungemcnt of frelght
rates. It is understootl that at the meet¬
ing ln ciuestion the Southern roads united
ln a demand that the frelght rates be
advanced 10 per cent. throughout tho
schedules, and that they will insist upon
this, ln opposition to the reported wlll-
ingnesB of Important roads north of
Washington to assent to a small Increase.
Of these, one ls said to liavo declared
for an increase of G per cent. of the lat¬
ter and for a f> per cent. Increase now,
wlth a sliding scale that will brlng tho
rates up 10 por cent. within slx months
or a year. Many Important contracts,
the terms of which depend ln largo
measure on frelght rates wnlch aro

usually made April 1 are being held up
pendlng the final dlspositlon of tho mat¬
ter, as, ln order to make tho proposed
new rates operative April lst, they would
havo to bo announced to-morrow. lt ls
said to be prohable that another meet¬
ing of tho Trunk Llnes' Association will
be held March 10th, at which tho mat¬
ter will bo dollnltcly declded.

Eddy's son, Georgo W. Glovcr, of Dead-
wood, S. D., and hls daughter, Mlss Mary
Baker Glovor, and George W. Baker, of
Bangor, Malno, nephew luid "next friend"
of Mrs. Eddy. Thc bill ls dlrected ngainst
Alfred Farlow and otlier trustees of the
Chrlstian Sclenco Church, ln Boston, and
Calvln A. Frye, Mrs. Eddy's secretnry;
Lowls C. Strang, her assistant secretary,
and Herman S. He.rrlng, flrst reader of the
church in Concord.

Besldes demanding an accountlng of
all transactlons in connection with
Mrs. Eddy's affairs, tho bill asks for
restltutlon ln case any wrong-dolng
nppcars, for an injunctlon durlng llti-
gation agalnst lnterfercnce with hor
property and business and for a re-
coiver,
Jn a statement issued hy former

United States .Senator -William E.
Chandler, special counsel in tlie ac¬
tlon, lt is declared that Mr. Glovor Is
actuatcd by no spirit of disrespcct to
his mother, but bclleves that tho pro¬
ceed! ng ls in her real intorest.
Mr. Glovcr says that the actlon Is

not dlrectod agalnst tlio religlon of
Christlan Scientists.

Tho Democrats could not re
taln thoir lead, however, for on a vot
to lay on tho tuble a motlon to rocon
sldor, tho opponents of ship-subsldy wer
dofeated.156 to 150.and the vote to re
consldor tho lirat voto was adopted-
161 to 154.
Thon there woro other votes, bn

Iminedlatoty aftor tho llrst ballot dc
sertlng began, und on the linal vot
to pass tho hlll as amended, the wor
done by tlio Republlcan leaders durln
tho helght of the battle was mad
manlfost.

tablish euiotional .insanity as a plea
ln acquittal was responsiblo for the
delay. A few moments after court'
convened thia morning tho dcfeilM
suhmitted to Dr. Charles II. Clarke, an
allenist from tho government Hospital
for the Insane ln Washington, a

lengthy hypothotlcal questlon, Involv-
ing tho faeta whlch dofenso t-lalm have
been provon, concludlng wlth a dlvoet
question as to how tho oxpert would
characterizo the homlelde.
